The Harvard scholars concluded, 
emphatically, that the best bets for 
the rcmalnderol the century arc:

Illiterate teachers

CHICAGO - It's untortunale that 
teachers have to lose their Jobs 
l>ecauBe ot the Chicago school 
system's financial crunch. 

But OS long as some are going to tx; 
fired, I'd like to makea suggestion. 

Those teachers who arc rclained 
should be asked to pass a high 
school-level English course. 

That's one of the defects in the 
Chicago school system. Wc hear a lot 
at»ut students who have trouble 
reading and writing; about the star 
high school quarterback' 'who was 
Illiterate when he graduated; about 
the star basketball player who got hts 
diploma although he could name only 
.lOmonthsoftheyejir, - 

But seldom do you hear about an 
-equally-grave -problem — teachers" 
who can't handle simple English. 

1 sometimes receive letters from 
teachers complaining about their pay 
or about students trying to murder 
them, and other workaday dif- 
ficulties. 

One of the things I've noticed about 
many of these letters Is that they arc 
filled with misspellings, bad punctua- 
. . tionond Ktrange grommar. " 

Hcccntly, somebody gave mo sev- 
eral pages ot mimeographed history 
tests that had been given to students 
. in a Chicago high school. The school, 
which I won't name, Is considered one 
of thct>ettcr ones.

Conservation, the authors said, 
could replace as much" as 40 percent of"' 
the nation's energy consumption. A 40 
percent reduction In energy used 
would almost equal the amount ot 
energy from both Imported oil and oil 
produced In the U.S. The authors don't 
expect 40 percent to be achieved, but 
say a 30 to 40 percent reduction could 
be accomplished "with virtually no 
penalty for the way Americans live." 

The Harvard scholars t>cllcve that 
solar heating, wood, biomass and 
other forms of solar, energy could 
provide up to 20 percent of the nation's 
energy needs by the year 2000. They 
note that solar heat Is a "here and 
now" technology. 

They say there is little reason to 
expect conventional sources, includ-

In the states. Private enterprise is 
best at developing conventional 
energy sources, but as Energy Future 
^suggests; govemmcnt can hclp' deal"" 
with our energy problem by promot- 
ing conscrvalion and solar energy — 
or other unconventional sources. 

Idaho's energy office has developed 
conservation programs tor business 
and for public buildings. It has 
worked to encourage geothermal de- 
velopment. A state agency can't an- 
swer all our energy needs, but It can 
help. 

Its role could be particularly im- 
portant if, as the authors of Energy 
Future conclude, conservation is the 
major alternative to Imported oil for 
the remainder of the century.

"More than 30 years ot research 
and community experience have 
demon^ilraled the benefits and safety 
of fluoridation. Tqoth decay. Uie 
leading chronic disease In children, 
can t)e reduced by as much as two- 
thirds in children who drink 
fluoridated waler from birth.

Q. Several times I've seen you soy

sale Is actually consummated and the 
> purchase price paid, it sounds like a 
: Ilncclausc for the seller to have but I 
I don't understand why It is necessary. 
If I list my house with a broker, how 
could a commission became due un- 
less a sale actually takes place? 

A. If the sale fclllh rough lM?cau.sc of 
some defect In your title or for some 
other Intended or unintended default 
on your part, you would be liable' to 
the broker for the commission any- 
way, because unless your agreement 
with Uic broker specifically says no 
commission will be due unless a sale 
is actually consummated, the broker 
will have fully earned the commission 
merely by procuring a buyer who is 
ready, wllling.and able to meet your 
terms as scl forth In Ihe lisling 
agreement. 

Even more dangerous to sellers is 
that once you have signed a legally 
enforceable contract with a buyer 
procured by Ihe broker, you could be 
stuck for the commissions even If the 
bu.vcr defaulted and the .sale fell 
through — unless, however, you are 
protected by a clause saying no 
commission is due unless a sale is 
consummated. 

Q. I tried to sell my house wlthout a 
broker and couldn't do It. I then listed 
with a broker for w days and he hasnl 
been able to sell It, either. The listing 
has almost 30 days to go. However, 
I've Just been contacted by someone 
who worked at the house when I was 
tiTlng to sell It myself. He offers less 
than my asking price but more than 1 
would net If the broker sold It at the 
asking price. The buyer says he Is 
willing to wait untU the listing 
expires. What con I do If, before the 
listing expires, the t»oker finds a 
buyer for the asking price? Must I 
take it? 

A. It the broker comes In with a 
contract for your asking price, you
